This was a suit broucht by Kwan Hoi 
Chune, Uhni Yo Tim, Chan Sui Chang, 
Wong Yik Pun, Ho Yeo Shek, Yip Chin 
Cane, Ha Pak Hin, Lee Song Cheo and 
Sang Kai, merchants, all of Victoria, is 
this Colony,. trading together in partnorsh p 
as tho Yun “ o Oompany and together with 
the defoudants in Copartnership as the 
Sun Yee Company, plaintiff ; agatast Fong 
sui, Lon Yuk Hany, Lee Tak Cheong, Wong 
Yik Shing, Chea Foo Shuv, Peon Wing 
Chane avd Lo Sai Ping, tradorg, all of 
Victoria aforesaid, trading together io 
copartnerahip as the Chap Sung Company 
and together with the plaintiff: ss tha Sua 
Yoo Company, praying for a dissolution of 
partnorship. 


PLAINTIFPA’ PETITION. 


The plaintids’ avermenta in thoir petition 
are a8 follows :— 

1. That th» plaintiffs and defondants are 
traders carrying on business withia this 
Colony, - 

2, By an agrooment of partnership, dat-d 
th» 13th year of Tung Chi in the cyole 
of Kap Sat, answaring to the Christian 
years 1874-5, the plain iff and defondants 
entered inte an agroement of copartuorship 
in writing in the Chinese languaye for the 
purpose of carrying on the businsss of pre- 
pared opium under the style ur firm of 
Sun Yee, 

8. The plaintiffs at the said ayrooment 
tradod an still trade toyethor in copartnor- 
ship under the stylo of “ Yan Wo,” and 
the dofendanta at the said date traded and 
atill trade toyether under the styl: or firm 
of “Chap Sing.” The ‘Chop Sing” aud 
“Yau Wo" oompanios referred to in the 
suid agrecmont reprasont the plaintiffs and 
defendants respectively and the title “ Sun 
Yee” refers to the suid firms a3 ine rporat- 
ed by the salt agreumont, 

4, By article 1 of tho sald agreement it 
wan recited that the licosse for preparing 
opium was held by tho defurdant Loe 
Yak Gheong pf the Chap Sing Company, 
and that at Macao by the Ho Kwai Chan 
Tuk and Au Pat; that on tho Ist day of 
April 1874, é4.e. the 15th of thy Yad Moon 
of the 13cb yoar of ‘ung Chi, tbe licenses 
for proparing opium iu the two colonies 
had been given to the Sun Yro Company. 
That from that daly tho mombers cf the 
Uompany wore responsible for tho busiuess 
of Brepariuz opium in Hongkong ond 
Macvo whether there wore any lors or pr fit. 
That tbe sald Chap Sing urd Yan Wo 
Companies were responsible fur the buainvss 
of prepared opiuta in these two purte re- 
apectively before the Blst March 1874,

Yeo.” ‘That the Company waa c mposed 
of tou dhares, Bix of which Uslonged -b- 
“Chap “ing” Company, and feur to “ Yau 
Wo” Company. That the amount of euch 
8 aro should be 39,000 taele of silver, and 
the total capital «f the Company 300,000 
tals of sliver, That iu case the capita: 
should be found short, the "Chap Sing’ 
and “Yan Wo” Companies should sub- 
sovlbo further capital according to their 
tenpective shares ‘That as to reosipts and 
p yments for preparing eptum in Hong. 
koug and Maoio, the said Sun Yee Cum 
pany wore responsible, and that the capival 
of oich share aliould bear interest at the 
rato of one per cent. per month, and that 
tho money lodged in deposit should bear 
the same intervst. : 

6. By the bth article of the said sgree- 

rovided that th 

Directora should be seventeen, eight of 
whom should belong to the Cuap Sing Com- 
pany and nine to the Yan Wo Oompany. 
‘That they must be honest in mauaging the 
business, but should reovive no emolument. 
shat they should manage the business al 

ternately for the purpose of sharing the 
labour, That in each month one of the 
Directors from “Chap Sing” and anotuer 
from ‘*1an Wo” should take turns to do 
tbe work, 

7. By article 6, it was provided that the 
Fook Loong, Chew Loong, Lai Yuen, Chun 
Yuen, Pong Kie, Hop Loong and Wa 
Long, in all seven firms, were engaged to 
boil and prepare oplum. That henceforth 
bo more firme should be established, That 
the said firms had agreed to prepare-opium 
for the 8un Yee Company for the term of 
fifty years, and that when that-term had 
expired the said Company were free to en- 
gage them for a further term of fifty years. 
ihat when the terms for which the licovass 
of Hongkong and Macao had expired, the 
shareholders would in common offer 
tenders again, so that when thora was 
fortune all should participate and should 
not ontertain different views, That if 
any other place should be prosperous 
and wherever the Company might go 
tho said sevgn firms must follow.

TONQUINESE QUESTIVNS.— 
To the Editor of the ** Cana Mai.” 


: “pril 12th. 
Sir,—I took ocrasion_lately to point out, 
in yonr columns some of tho proceedings 
of the Fronch ropresentatives in Tonqnin, 
and to give on idea of the present situation 
there. Thonew French Consulat Haiphong 
scoms disposed to atrengthon what I have 
already suid, by his strauge conduct. M. 
de Cbampeanx has already employed French 
soldiers in the character of assistant 
executioners; when tho French craiser 
Drcovedie succeeded in capturing somo 
Chinoso pirates, he gave them up to the 
Mandarins, who of courso at once sentenced 
them to death to prevont them from telling 
tales regarding the monctary connection 
of tho pirates with the said Mendarins. In 
other countrics the natural course would 
bo that the captors should try such cases 
and, if guilty, punish tho pirates. It 
would have boon the Consul’s duty to 
investigate into the charges Inid agsinst 
these alleged pirates; bat in Tonquin the 
Consul thinks that this duty may safely bo 
left to the nativo anthoritica. Happy are 
the tnxpayors who have such officials to 
look aftor their interests ! 

Wo now find, however, that Mr. Oham- 
peaux, 69 Wonk iu such matters, has shown 
lately some energy against his own country- 
Tocn, so that one can apply to him the 
expressive and graphic Spanish proverb— 
* Son los miamos porros con distintos col- 
lares,” or tho French saying, ‘Plas ¢a 
change ct plus c’est In méme chose." A 
Frenchman onmed Roussel was ongaged 
painting in front of Mr. Dimitry's house, 
when tho Govornor of Isidzuong camo 
along, accompaniod by numerous gnard, 
ou his way to visit tho Consul An 
Annamito, who was not in uniform liko the 
othors, stopped near to Mr. Roussol, and 
began to amnso himself by displaying a 
loaded rovolver, Kousaol, getting some- 
what alarmed at the strange antics of this 
man with tho 12 barrelled revolver, deomed 
it prndent to seize the man’s arm to prevent 


four cye witnorses, viz., Messrs Astolti, 
Diuitry, Augins, and Giovanni. Now it 
so happened that this revolver was tho 
property of tho Huidzuong mandarin; and 
it also happened that Mr. Roussel, under 
a strong feeling of indignation at the 
incidont, refused to deliver it immediately 
upon its being demanded by tho Consul. 
In this I rondily acknowledge Mr. Roussel 
was wrong, although, taking all tho cir- 
cumstancos into consideration and bearing 
in mind the Consular tendency to support 
the mandarins against sll Frenchmen or 
‘Europoans, I can ecusily anderstand his 
conduct. Anyhow, I heur that the French 
Consul, at the mandarin's request, expelled 
Mr. Roussel from Tonquin tho following 
day. Now itis undoubtedly necossary that 
authority be respected and oboyed, but it 
ia equally necessary that tho exercise of 
that anthority be thoronghly impartial.
